Candidates  for  admission  to  the  first  class  of  the  preparatory  department 
must  have  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  elementary  branches  of  an  English 
education  to  enable  them  to  pursue  the  studies  of  the  class. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  any  higher  class  must,  in  addition,  be  able  to 
pass  examination  in  all  the  branches  pursued  by  previous  classes. 

All  applicants  for  admission  to  the  institution  are  expected  to  give  satis- 
factory reference  as  to  moral  character. 

The  time  for  the  admission  of  pupils  is  the  commencement  of  the  Fall 
Term  ;  and  the  good  of  the  pupil,  as  well  as  the  good  of  the  school,  requires 
that  she  should  be  present  punctually  at  that  time.

Almira  College  is  located  in  Greenville,  the  county  seat  of  Bond  County, 
Illinois,  equally  distant  from  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Railroad  at  Carlyle; 
the  Illinois  Central  at  Vandalia;  and  the  St.  Louis,  Alton  and  Terre  Haute, 
at  Hillsboro. 

It  is  connected  with  Carlyle  by  daily  Stages,  and  with  Yandalia  by  tri- 
weekly; also  with  Litchfield,  on  the  St.  Louis  and  Terre  Haute,  by  stage 
twice  a  week. 

It  is  on  the  direct  route  of  the  St.  Louis  and  Terre  Haute  Railroad  now 
in  process  of  construction,  and  which  will  soon  be  completed. 

The  College  grounds  are  beautifully  situated,  immediately  east  of  town, 
commanding  a  delightful  and  extensive  view  of  the  surrounding  country. 
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The  building  is  of  brick,  and  is  now  entirely  finished.  It  is  144  feet  in 
length  and  44  feet  in  width.  It  is  four  stories  high,  including  the  basement. 
The  basement  contains  the  dining-room,  kitchen,  laundry,  and  recitation 
rooms. 

The  second  story  contains  a  double  parlor,  library  and  music  rooms,  a 
room  for  drawing  and  painting,  and  family  rooms. 

The  third  and  fourth  stories  contain  fifty  rooms  for  young  ladies.  Each 
room  has  a  convenient  closet,  and  is  furnished  with  stove,  bedstead,  mat- 
trass,  chairs,  table,  wash-stand,  bowl  and  pitcher.  Bedding  and  other 
articles  needed  are  furnished  by  the  young  ladies.  They  are  also  requested 
to  provide  themselves  with  a  fork  and  teaspoon,  table  napkins,  umbrella 
and  overshoes.  Every  article  should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's 
name.

Advantages  for  exercise  and  recreation  in  the  open  air,  are  furnished  by 
the  college  grounds,  and  under  certain  restrictions,  by  walks  in  the  vicinity. 

Dr.  Dio  Lewis's  system  of  gymnastics  has  been  recently  introduced  into 
the  institution,  and  has  thus  far  proved  a  valuable  means  of  preserving  the 
health  and  promoting  the  physical  culture  of  the  young  ladies. 

The  gymnastic  costume  consists  of  a  short  dress  extending  down  to  within 
ten  or  fifteen  inches  from  the  floor,  according  to  the  height  of  the  wearer, 
with  a  loosely-fitting  Garibaldi  waist  -and  Turkish  pants.  The  suit  may  be 
made  of  black  merino  or  alpaca,  trimmed  four  or  five  inches  from  the  bot- 
tom of  the  skirt,  with  rows  of  scarlet  worsted  braid;  waist  and  sleeves 
trimmed  with  the  same.  A  cap  of  the  same  material  as  the  dress,  finished 
with  cord  and  tassel,  complete  the  costume. 

Each  young  lady  is  charged  with  the  care  of  her  own  room  every  alternate 
week. 

Each  young  lady  will  be  required  in  turn  to  sweep  and  dust  the  recitation 
rooms.
